AID Non-P.oject Loan No 386-H-160 Revaluation of licences granted initially 
against U.S, AID Non-Project Loan 1966 under the terms and conditions set out 
In Public Notice No 45-ITC(PN)/6fl dated the 5th April 1966, as amended, an 1 
In respect of which authorisations for opening Letter of Ciedit have been issued 
by the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs') under AID Loen 
No 386-H-160 or in respect of which no authorisations for opening of Letter of 
C’cdit have been issued so far, will continue to be governed by the pro\isions 
of Public Notice No 27-ITC(PN)/67, da ed the 17th Marco, 1937. 

4. Importers desirous of having their licences (issued nh initio under US AID 
Loan No 380 H-160) revalidated m terms of pangraphs 2 and 3 above should 
apply to the concerned licensing authority enclosing with their applications the 
undertaking mentioned in paragraph 2 above. 

0. No reauest for ^validation beyond the 31st March, 1968, will be entertained 
under any circumstances.
